BOWEN IS HASTENING HOME. 


Minister’s Action in Sailing Without 
Delay Probably Due to Desire 
to Face Accusers. 


{From the New York Tribune, May 2.] 

Sunday’s dispatches from Washington in- 
dicated that Minister Bowen had been au- 
thorized to remain in Caracas a week longer 
to close up his affairs.
